The Saiah ad Din Provincial Reconstruction Team's Health Section has been conducting an 
active review of the critical needs of the provincial health system. We concur with the 
assessment of the Director General of Health. Dr Hassan Zein Alabdeen, stating that a 
central laboratory in this province is desperately needed. 

I have also spoken with healthcare professionals in the local area (Tikrit), The hospital 
CEOs are unanimous in advocating for a modem state-of-the-art laboratory.
